4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  ask  for  Town  Road  Aid, 
and  if  so,  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three  Hun- 
dred Ninety-nine  Dollars  and  Forty-six  Cents  ($399.46). 

[Provided  this  amount  is  raised  by  the  Town,  the 
State  will  contribute  the  sum  of  One  Thousand,  Five 
Hundred  and  Ninety-seven  Dollars  and  Eighty-five 
Cents  ($1,597.85).] 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Sidewalks 
for  the  year  ensuing  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of  Sewers 
for  the  year  ensuing  and  make  appropriation  of  the  same. 


7.  Agreeably  to  the  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting,  March  8,  1921,  to  elect  five  (5)  members 
of  the  Budget  Committee  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and 
fill  any  vacancies  in  said  committee. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  choose  three  assessors  to 
assist  the  Selectmen  in  assessing  and  equalizing  the 
property,  and  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  of  the  same. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  Four  Hun- 
dred Dollars  ($400.00)  for  the  control  of  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  and  Forty-eight  Dollars 
($248.00)  which  is  1/100  of  1%  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  Town,  to  the  Lakes  Region  Association  for  the 
purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advan- 
tages and  resources  of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with 
other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Twenty  Dollars 
($120.00)  to  the  Newfound  Region  Association  to  aid 
in  advertising  and  other  activities  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Town,  in  cooperation  with  other  Towns  of  the  Newfound 
Region. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day,  and  make 
appropriation  of  the  same. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  issue  a  Bowling 
Alley  License  for  the  operation  of  Bowling  Alleys  on 
Sunday,  agreeable  to  the  Sunday  Sports  Law  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  for  each  of  the  following  hos- 
pitals :  Laconia,  Plymouth  and  Franklin. 


15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  two 
sections  of  road  which  are  within  the  reservoir  area  of 
the  Franklin  Falls  Flood  Control  Dam,  namely : 

1.  A  section  of  the  former  State  Highway  Route 
3A,  from  the  Hill  town  line  in  the  center  of  the  Smith 
River,  northeasterly  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  Franklin 
Falls  Reservoir  Reservation,  a  distance  of  approximately 
1170  feet. 

2.  A  section  of  the  road  "around  the  mountain," 
so  called,  from  former  State  Highway  Route  3A,  westerly 
to  the  395-foot  contour  lines,  said  contour  being  the  flow 
line  of  the  Franklin  Falls  Reservoir,  a  distance  of  approx- 
imately 300  feet. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($1,500)  for  a  Memorial  to  the  men  and  women  who  have 
served  and  are  now  serving  in  World  War  II  and  to 
choose  a  committee  who  will  administer  the  same. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  enter  into  and  execute  on  behalf  of  the 
Town,  a  stipulation  with  the  United  States  of  America 
for  the  payment  of  just  compensation  for  damages  result- 
ing from  the  acquisition  of  a  flowage  easement  over 
Bristol's  half  of  Central  Bridge  and  so  much  of  Central 
Street  as  is  below  the  395  ft.  contour  line  of  the  Franklin 
Falls  Reservoir ;  the  Selectmen  having  the  right  to  agree 
on  a  figure  which  in  their  discretion  is  just  and  equitable, 
and  said  stipulation  to  be  binding  upon  the  Town. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
road  from  Central  Bridge  to  Northern  Railroad  property. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its 
Selectmen  to  dispose  of  any  Real  Estate  acquired  by  said 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  Deeds  for  such  sums  as  in 
their  opinion  may  be  sufficient  and  to  execute  such  deeds 
or  other  instrument  in  writing-  on  behalf  of  the  Town  as 


may  be  necessary  to  transfer  the  Town's  title  to  said 
Real  Estate,  such  vote  to  remain  in  effect  until  rescinded 
at  a  regular  Town  Meeting. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  expend  whatever  sum  of  money  is  necessary 
to  survey  Town  Lot  at  lake. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

PREVENT  FOREST  FIRES— IT  PAYS 


An  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland  are  burned 
over  by  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year  destroy- 
ing many  thousand  dollars  worth  of  property  of  all 
description.  It  costs  many  additional  thousands  of  dol- 
lars and  requires  valuable  man  hours,  taken  from  other 
essential  work,  to  extinguish  them.  These  losses  affect 
the  personal  fortunes  of  the  owners,  and  town  and  state 
economies.  Everyone  loses  because  of  them. 

Analysis  of  fire  causes  reveals  the  fact  that  more 
than  98  percent  of  all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the 
result  of  human  carelessness  and  are  preventable ! 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  during  the  past 
few  years.  Favorable  fire  weather  and  war  time  restric- 
tions on  travel  which  kept  people  off  the  highways  and 
out  of  the  woods  have  aided  materially  in  reducing  fire 
risks,  keeping  fires  fewer  and  fire  losses  low. 

We  now  face  changed  conditions.  People  can  travel 
freely.  Their  love  for  travel  and  the  freedom  of  the  woods 
will  bring  them  out  in  ever  increasing  numbers.  This 
will  step  up  the  fire  risks  materially.  The  accelerated 
cutting  of  the  war  years  has  resulted  in  additional  thou- 
sands of  slash  acres.  These  factors,  combined  with  a  pos- 
sible dry  season  and  human  carelessness  could  easily 
produce  a  catastrophe.  Everyone  must,  consequently,  be 
on  his  guard.  He  should 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  or  when  smoking  in  or  near 
woodlands. 

2.  Cooperate  with  the  local  forest  fire  warden  and 
his  deputies  by 

a.  Abiding  cheerfully  with  whatever  restrictions 
it  may  be  necessary  to  impose.  They  are  in- 
tended only  to  be  helpful. 
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b.  Securing"   permits   to   burn    debris   when    the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

c.  Seeing  that  others  comply  with  the  require- 
ments. 

d.  Promptly  coming  to  the  warden's  assistance 
when  needed. 

If  these  few  fundamental  practices  are  followed  it 
will  be  possible  to  PREVENT  a  large  proportion  of 
FOREST  FIRES  from  starting— that  PAYS !

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BRISTOL  SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Among  the  many  and  varied  duties  of  a  superin- 
tendent of  schools  is  that  of  acquainting  the  community 
with  the  aims,  ideals  and  practises  of  the  school  system. 
There  must  always  be  a  gulf  between  an  ideal  and  a 
practice  for  otherwise  the  ideal  loses  its  significance ; 
probably  one  of  the  greatest  problems  is  to  lessen  this 
gulf  at  not  too  great  a  cost  to  the  ideal. 

The  writer  believes  that  there  is  a  future,  and  a  good 
one,  for  the  town  of  Bristol,  its  people,  and  those  in  the 
surrounding  countryside.  Nature  did  not  bless  so  bounti- 
fully such  an  area  without  great  expectations  in  return. 
Certainly  educational  ideals  and  practises  must  not  lose 
sight  of  the  natural  and  economic  phases  of  a  given  area. 

Many  school  systems  of  this  size  offer  some  kind  of 
vocational  courses  to  both  boys  and  girls.  Educators 
recognize  the  value  of  skills  other  than  those  of  purely 
book  learning  and  much  is  being  done  in  this  field  of 
learning  by  the  more  liberal  schools.  Bristol  should  offer 
courses  of  this  nature  to  its  pupils,  and  to  those  of  the 
surrounding  area.  Just  what  these  courses  should  be  to 
best  fit  the  needs  should  not  be  the  decision  of  one  person 
but  of  many.  It  is  in  view  of  this  trend  that  some  addi- 
tion to  the  existing  plant  becomes  necessary,  plus  the 
need  of  increased  laboratory  facilities  and  physical  edu- 
cation opportunities.  It  would  be  well  in  this  matter  to 
consider  trends  in  the  country  as  a  whole.  There  are  good 
bases  upon  which  to  predict  that  compulsory  education 
to  the  age  of  18  is  "just  around  the  corner."  In  fact  many 
states  have  such  a  law  now,  and  a  hint  at  a  depression  on 
a  national  scale  will  find  the  school  facing  its  toughest 
assignment :  increased  enrollments  required  by  law,  the 
demand  for  vocational  training  "for  the  times,"  decreased 
revenue  and  inadequate  plant  facilities.  The  newer 
emphasis  on  physical  education,  which  too  may  become 
compulsory,  demands  a  gymnasium  of  some  kind.  School 
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men  are  well  agreed  that  such  a  unit  must  be  built  to 
serve  the  community  as  well  as  the  school;  the  more 
it's  used  the  more  value  the  community  receives  for  its 
tax  dollar. 

The  above  paragraph  fits  well  with  the  increased 
emphasis  on  guidance  of  the  child  throughout  its  entire 
school  career.  This  is  sometimes  called  vocational  guid- 
ance but  personal  guidance  might  be  a  better  title.  Pupils 
need  the  counsel  of  older  people  in  many  things,  and  will 
seek  sound  advice  when  they  know  they  will  get  it.  Edu- 
cational guidance,  and  along  with  it,  vocational  guidance, 
need  not  be  left  entirely  to  chance.  There  are  many  tests 
which,  when  properly  used,  are  of  great  assistance  in  aid- 
ing a  pupil  in  the  better  choice  of  educational  and  voca- 
tional fields.  We  are  making  a  small,  but  real,  start  in 
this  direction  this  year  with  the  present  eighth  grade. 

It  is  for  the  people  of  Bristol  to  decide  what  it  wants 
to  offer  its  children,  and  to  those  of  the  immediate  area. 
Much  basic  work  needs  to  be  done,  differences  of  opinion 
expressed,  many  meetings  held,  many  compromises  made 
before  this  question  can  be  settled  on  firm  foundations. 
In  a  large  sense  what  Bristol  wants  to  be  and  wants  to 
have  lies  with  the  people  of  Bristol.  Perhaps  the  writer 
is  an  optimist  inspired  writh  over  zeal  and  a  new  job. 
There  is  no  harm  in  this  wrere  it  so ;  a  couple  of  would  be 
world  dictators  sold  the  United  States  too  cheaply  "down 
the  river."  They  have  paid  more  dearly  than  we.  It  is  our 
hope  that  Ave  can  offer  as  good  educational  advantages 
to  people  interested  in  Bristol  as  nature  has  endowed  us 
with  physically.  One  can  not  ask  for  more ! 

Whatever  may  be  done  will  find  us  "with  malice 
toward  none"  doing  what  we  consider  the  best  with  full 
value  received  for  the  money  spent.
